men hnd foated their prise a8 near to the shore
s popsilile, aml when we arrived ot the beach
the tide had gone ont and loft the grest  crenture
nimct high and dry 1 stood upon the monstoer nnrd
W the blubber cut off in huge pleces ten or twelve
Inches thick, leaving ugreal, raw, bloody caroase
thirty feet long, to lie npon the shore and sink into
the #and, or to be pwept off into the ocean by n
storm. A whale captain tells me he has eaten the
miend of o whale, amd prononneed it almost ns good
ae beefstenk, The fishermen amrem ey wonkd ask
nothing better or sweeter in which to fry doughnuts
than the oll of awhale's tongue, A 1 saw the large
fquuntities of blood fow from the animals velns, 1
wis reminded of what I bad hewrd Dr. Boynton, in
hls Jectures on geology, 84y of the power of the
whale to hold it breath, and remain o long time
under water, He mentioned ue an explanation of
this the large quantity of hlood, whioh wonld net so
aniekly require a fresh sopply of oxygen. The biuhb-
bet was cleaved off and cat into large pieces with a
long handled, sharp Instroment called s spade.

The Hnncheros Settle Him.

A notoriously bad Indian, Known as Cinonabar
John, says the Homboldt (Nevada) Register, of the
2041 ult,, wus Killed by & party of ranclieros in the
East Range on last Toesday, The circnomstances
connected with the afalr were given us as follows ;—
Mr, George Lambertson, who hadd been in Unionville
on business, was returning to his ranch in Pleasant
Valley, on lust Monday, and when crossing the East
Rungu-, nbhout midway between Leeoch’s and Donley's
ranches, he met g squaw, who begged him to save
her. Hefore he had time to learn the cause of hoere
fears, Cinoabar John and two other Indinns
appeared on the ground, snd commenoced an
nEsault on him with stones and  other mis-
Elles, with the intention, he sapposed, of
Killing him. Ile, however, managed to escape from
them with a few slight wounds and bruises, and
arrived at Donley's ranch late that night. Next
morning three or four men employed on the ranch
started o pursuit of the Dinllans and succeded inover-
tiking Clunnhar John, whom they Killed on sight.
This Indinn has long been o terror to the settlers, and
was noted for his stock-stealing and devilish procliv-
ities. Capt. S8ou once delivered him up to Lance
Nightingill, when the latter was soting Indian Agent
In this district, but upon promises of future good
tehavior being given, he wias released and permitted

MOTLEY'S INSTRUCTIONS,

The Version of a Western Corvespondent -Very
Definite Orders Given Hln-The Sumner
Basls Ignored.

Yeatorday we printed an article which gave the
views of the President on the Alabama claims in
comparison with those of Scgator Sumner, That the
President does not entirely agreo with the latter la
substantiated in this correspondence so the Cinein-
natl Commereinl relative to Motley's instroctioni
Saye the writer:—

I clalm wo particular enterprise in the matter, for
some information has come into my hands in i vary
aculdental manner, which 1 can use without com-
promising anybody, and for the teath of which 1 will
anawer, In the first place, Mr. Motley hidd fall and
complete instructiops whet he salled from New
York on tho 1#th ulte.  Those Instructions wero not
of s penernl character, but were minute and una-
bridged.,  They referred not only to natarall
ration and cmigeation, and sl the matters In in-
terest  at present between the two countries, byt
they wete particular and specilie on the subject of
the Alabama depredations.  Instend of these in-
structions belng prepared ander the difrection of the
President, the very reverse 8 true.  Secretary Flsh
wus asked by the Presidout to prepate memoranda
of g (Fleb's) deas respecting the Alabiing subjoct,
or to submit a reagh draft of Instractions to him,
which he wonlil lay before the Caldonet. This Mr.
Fish dil,.  He prepared ot great leugth, in his own
hanad, the instractions to Mr, Motley, which occupiel
his time for more than o fortiaight

When he lod fnished his work he potined Gene
ral Girnnt, who st onee drove (o the Siate Dopact-
ment in company with his Attorney-Genernl, and
Mr, Fish resd the instructions sloud to the two
gentiemen.  They not only approved of all the poal-
tlons aesmed, beartily sl cmphatically, but they
coneurred entirely o every expression apd the lin-
gunge  omployed Not & line nor a word was
changed. In that form the (nstractions, on the fol-
lowing Friday, were stbniltted to the entire Cabloet
At ite regular sessjon, and were sabjected 1o the moat
careinl serutiny,  Mr. Fish was called npon to ex-
plnin cortain mutters, but o ably did he defend his
course und so upobjectionnble were the instructions
that not 4 principle nor 4 word was amendod, and
before Mr. Motley salled  these instructions were
placed In his hands just as Mr, Fish had prepared
them,

Ax to their contents, T can only say that they are
not based upon the speeches or the opinions of Sena-
tor Bumner, The English Governmoent will be made
to understund that this Government 18 not resaponsi-
bie for the speeches of Senator Sumner, or anyhody
else; bot thisis not saying that the administration
would disregard the volee of the people ps made
known by a number of their direct representatives:
but the State Department (= well uformed of all the
phases of the Alabama matter from the beginning,
just what pointa to press and what to avold, what
ground  hos  already been  developed,  and
what untouched, and all the Intricacles of this
most intricate subject, while Congress and the
people are lgnorant of it all.  The negotin-
tions, 1o be effective, must oo secret, wnd time
bha# developed that nothing 18 secrvl in Congress,
So the wdministration (g beéttor prepared to jadge of
the matter then the public &t Iarge, The (nstroce-
tions to Mr, Motley are not at all of a helligerent
character, Our new Minister will expinin to the
Engligh Government the relations of the Sennte sl
the Executive in the matter of making and ratifying
treaties, and will endeavor to show that the Senste
and Executive are in full sccord, and he himsell 1
given to understand that no such treaty ss that
negotinted by Revendy Johnson and Earl Clarendon
will be peceptuble to ether branch of the treaty-
raking power.

While Mr, Motley's conrse will }'Iu\'v A soothing
effect on the public mind, there will be nothing in the
attitude of our Government to legsen the self-respoct
of even snch partisans as Senator Chundler or Mr.
Sumner. The Government will maintain s own
dignity and enforce respect from others. A firm,
respectiul, dignified attitude will be taken and ad-
hered to, but no effort will be made to bully or intimi-
date the English Government into terms.  If any re.
sult ik renched it will be favorable to the UnitedStates,
Of that the public may rest assured,.  When the
subrject wiill be brought to the attention of the
Euglish Government {8 aneertain, It will not
e precipitaged, hat I a  favorsble opportunity
presents itsell, it will bhe taken advantage of and ne-
gotiations will st no time be resisted by him, Of
course the time necessary for sueh s work s con-
sglderable, We receive our news by cable, but the
Government ecunnot  acceent  information  which
Tenches here o anunomcinl form. It must wait for
midls, sometinies long delnyed, and fregquently so in-
complete 18 the information which I8 recelved
oicially that inguiries are necessary to be retarned
tme after time.

OBITUARY.

Dr. E. W, Hengstenberg.

We have, by cuble, the news of the death of the
celebrnted German theologlan, Dr. Ernest Willlam
Hengsienberg, of Bonn. He wasd born at Frenden-
berg, on the 24 of October, 1502, and was the son of
o Protestunt minister, Hig earller studies—whilch
were pursued ut the University of Bonn—were
directod principally towards philosophy and  the
Uritnial lapguages, and yielded thelr fruit in the
publication of two admirable volumes from his pen —
one o German trapslation from the Metaphysics of
Anstotle, aud the other & work upon “*Moallakan,'
one of the principal Arab poems of the sixth con-
tury, For the lutter heé was awurded n prize
by the Academy of BHonn. Turning his at-
fention shortly after to the stady of Diviaity,
he soon attained sach distinetion as a theolo-
ian tuat, while yet quite & young man, he was made
P'rofessor of Theology at Berlin, reoelving st the
sumie time the 111!’1-_11113 of Doctor of Divinity, an
honor which has been conferred upon only a very
#uadl number of Protestant theologinns in Germuny,
Kventually Dr. Hengstenberg became one of the
lenders of Protestant orthodoxy, and greatly (istin-
guished himself as the principal editor of the Eran-
aelinche Kirek preitiong, which nnder his able man-
pgement took it8 place among the most lmportant
orguns of the Orthodox party of Prussin. e has
beeen u volominous writer, his principal works con-
sisting of commentaries on diferent portions of the
Holy Scriptares, ainong those that are most whiloly
kpnown and hlghl,\' esteemoed being his “Christology
of the Old Testneut, aml Commentaries on the
Messlunle Prophets,” his “Commentaries on the
Peslms" hig “Commentaries on the most (mportat
and dulicult purteof the Pentateuch,” and his “Com-
Imentaries on the Apocalypse of 8t John,” As a bib-
lical commentator Dr, Hengstenberg ranks among
the ablest divines of modern days who have devoted
their learning and thelr abilities to the eluchlation of
the sacrod writings,

Twe Hendred and Fifiy Men to Sall on Monday.

1he activity among the Cubang in this clty Is
now almost superhuman, There are not more
than twenty-five hundred natives of the ever-
falthful isle in New York, but they are moving
heaven and earth to guccor the insurrectionists
In their struggle. Not o day passos but the
Juntn sends commissioned ofMicers or ald in
some materlal shape to Cuba, A number of
officers went by rail to New Orleans or by boat
to Norfolk, and from Norfolk they have been
transported by sundry vessels to Grand Inagua
Island.
